VVe ſhall by vertue of the Power unte UL grvettn rhar behalf, by the Parliament of the Com- 


' mon-VVealth of England, forthwith appoint and authorize Perſons to the Adminiſtration of [u- 
ſtice unto the People of Scotland, who are to be cpntinued for ſome rt time, untill the ludica- 
tories and Courts of luſtice, may ina more ſoleain and laſting way be eſtabliſhed. 

And V Vedo further, for, and in the Name of the Parliament ofthe Common-VVealth of 
England,Declare, T hat no Power, [uriſdition or Authority, derived from, by, or under Charles 
tuart , who pretendeth himlelt King of Scotland, or any of his Predeceſſours, or any otherwiſe 
chen from the Parliament ofthe Common-V Vealth of England, be uſed, exerciſed, or enjoyed 
within Scotland,che {es, or any the Terr:tories thereof, and do hereby forbid, adnull, and make 
void the uſe or exerciſe of any Power, [uriſdiction, or Authority whatſoever within Scotland, the 
Tles,or any the I erritories thereof, other then ſuch as is, or ſhall be derived fron: the Parliament 
of the Common-V Vealth of England , whereof all Perſons of whatſoever condition or quality 
are to take Notice, and required not to do to the contrary thereof, in any wayes, upon the Pains 
and Penalties that may thereupon enſue. And, thatnone may pretend ignorance hereof, VVe 
have Cammanded this Declaration to be Printed and Proclaimed at the Mercat Croſſe of Elin- 
burgh,and the other Burghs within Scorland,where Proclamations have uſually been made.
